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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments regarding claim 35 are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the flexible elements in Harris and Winterer are not tubular. The examiner disagrees. The term 
"tubular" must be read broadly for applicant to have support for that term. Applicant's "tubular" member is actually more conical in shape 
although the standard definition of tubuar Is cylindrical. So, for the term "tubular" to find support in applicant's original disclosure, the 
examiner must read this limitation broadly. In a broad, reasonable sense, the flexible elements of both Harris and Winterer are tubular. 
In fact, under certain connotations of the term "tubular", the flexible elements of Harris and Winterer are more "tubular" than applicant's 
flexible element is. 
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
